THE DISASTROUS COLLISIO} 
BUMBAY HARBOUR. 


_—+—_ 

A collision ‘occurred in Bombeyckarbonr oa 
the 18th December which rosulted in the sink- 
ing.of a steamer and the loss of a number of 
lives, The . vessels’ which collided wore the 
steamer King Arthur, bolouging te the Bombay 
and Persian Stem Navigation Company, nnd 
the coasting passenger stwamar Zuari, balang- 
ing to: Messrs, Shopherd end Couipany.” Tho 
latter vessel had 707 passongers and -a crew of 
28 on board, and of this number 667 were. trans~ 
ferred ta the King Arthuy after the collision. 
‘Phe remainder aro missing. ‘Che following ac- 
count of the accidentis from the Bombay Ga- 
zelte : 

Tho collision coourred at one o'clock in the 
morning. The Hing Arthur was leaving the 
port for the Porsian Gulf in ohargo of Mr. 
Speller assisted by Mr. Tomlinson. Mr, Speller 
is a third grado pilot, and it was only. on the Ist 
instant that he was granted a liconce to navigate 
vessels under 1,500 tons. Mr, Tomlinson isn 
probationor for the Pilot service, and was for- 
moerly an officor in tho omploy of the British In- 
dis Steam avigation. Company. ‘Che Wing 
Arthur was loaded with a goneral cargo, consist- 
ing principally of teaand piece-goods, and car- 
ried also about seventy deck passengers. As the 
vessel neared the Sunk, Rock Light-house, Cap- 
tain Raffin, the sommander,“and the offlcer on 
duty on the bridge, sighted as they imagined, a 
prow showing what apppared to hea dull white 
Light. The moon was shining bright, but there 
was a blue hazo about the horizon, which prevent- 
ed the vessel being clearly distinguished whensho 
wasfirat sighted at the distance of about half a 
milaon the outgoing steamer'aporthow. The King 
Arthur blew her whistle to call the attention of 
the incoming vessel, but the waruing, it appear~, 
went tinheeded. After the lapse of about five 
minutes she came near enough to he distinguish- 
ed, and from hor siza and tha corbin lights, shé 
was recognized ta he the. Zuari. When shocame 
to yery close quarters, she is suid to bave sud. 
denly starboarded her helm and tried to cross the 
bow of the King Artin, On sesing this. the 
pilot immediately prderad the anjrines to be stop- 
padand reversed ; but, although the engines ware 
going fll speed astern it was soon found that 5 
collision was inevitable. Thers was a stropy 
flood at the tims which brought the Zuarion 
bodily to the King Arthur, which struck her 
amidships on thestarboard side. . The loud crash 
attendant upon the collision stariled the passen- 
gers, come BAven hnndred in number, from their 
sleep, and in an instant the Zuart presented.a 
terrible scene of panio and disorder. In the first 
moment of excitement the passengers ran hither 
and thither frantically, ant many,. for the mo- 
ment bereft of thoir senses, jumped overbonrd, 
but were afterwards resoudd.. Che large number 
of women ‘and children on botird screamed and 
oried piteously, an they same to realize the jeo- 
pardous position in which they wore placed, The 
situation was no doubt: perilous in the extreme,

-Jand if the captain of the King Arthur and the 


pilot in oharge. bad oot shown admirable coolness 
and presence of mind in this trying cirouinstance, 
Bn 
hundredd of lives; would, in all human proba- 
bility, have ooourred. As soon aa the collision 
took place, they ordered tha engines to bo stop- 
ped and then to go slow ‘ahead, so as to 
allow tima for the passengera to be rescued: 
‘My. Speller by keeping the Kizg Arthur on ber 
course showed clover seamanship, for the fact of 
her going ahend while her bowa were jammed 
into the aide of the Zuart, sasisted in keeping the 
latter: vessel afloat, and thos averted s disuster 
which would have been appalling in its effects 
if the order to, go fall apoed astern, given. by 
gome one on board the King 4rfiur in'a thonght- 
leas moment, had baen obeyed. In that avent 
the Zuari, by losing the support which the King 
Arihur rendered, would bave sunk almost im- 
mediately. Caploin Raffu did all he could to 
inspire confidence in the passengers, and lost 10 
timo.in taking measure to secure their eafety. 
He ordered two boats to be lowered, one on ach 
sida, ‘to pick np any passengers that might drop 
overboard, and, loaving Mr. Speller in charge.of 
the ship, went to the Zuari whero be fourd that 
the Zuari’s.ongines were geing. full speed astern. 
He sang ont to stop the engines, and inquired 
for. the saptain and engineers, but they were 
nowhere to be found. Shortly afterwards a 
Inycot came'to him with the information: that 
there was nobody in the qugine ruom and that it 
was Gilling fast with water. ‘fhe passongors were, 
in the meanwhile being trensforred, ae quickly

On 
epprogshing the spot whore the King Arthur's 
bows Ladonteralthe Zuarithey found the corpses 
of threo moles and one female who had been 
crushed to doath, ‘Throaofthom wore Hindns.the 
fourth boing a Gonnese. After they had been 
quite satisfied, on a clogs scaroh, that no living 
boing had been left bebind, thoy wore propnring 
to leave the vassol whon thoy hoard her groaning 
and lurching. and, saw the water was rushing 
over the port: bulwarks, 'Thoy therefore lost no 
time insragnining their own vessel and as soon 
as the captain bad got on to the bows of his ship 
he gave-orders to go full spood astern in order to 
bo abla-4d back out of tho wreck in good tino, 
Aboutthis time the Zuari was sinking stem fors-’ 
most, while the King Arthur had managed to 
tear herself away from tho sinking vossel, which 
she had supported to such good purpose for near 
ly au hour.

bracing the Yangtaze, the Hwangpo, the Great 
Wall, Peking (it bad dirty strecta in Mar. 
tini’s ‘time also) and several of the celebrated 
cities meutioued by Marco Polo, particularly 
Hangchow. The paper oocapied an hour and 
ten minutes and waa hi 


istoned to with marked at- 
tention. Their Excollencias the Dutch, Ameri- 
can, olgian, French and Japanese Minister;
